Charlotte obtained copies of the articles of INCORPORATIOljl 
OF THE CHURCH OF THE CREATOR, INC., which are on file with the 
Department of the Secretary of sjtate, Raleigh, N.C, A copy of 
those articles is enclosed, KLASSEN 'S corporation is a 
non-profit organization whose purpose is "the dissemination, teachii|ig, 
and promotion of the religious beliefs of the incorporators". 

The corporation's objective is "to bring the benefits of their 
religious teachings and beliefs to all the areas of the world". 

The copy of the pamphlet, "What is Creativity All About?" 
is enclosed. In that pamphlet, KLASSEN 'S creativity program is 
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described as "a powerful religious creed and program established 
for the survival, expansion and advancement of the great White 
Race exclusively". The pamphlet | also includes an order form 
through which several books written by KLASSEN could be obtained. 

Newspaper articles from the"Asheville Citizen',' Asheville, 
N.C., dated 12/17/86 and 12/18/86, described a shooting incident 
TS^^lving a ministe^^hd securit]^ guard at THE CHURCH OF THE 
CREATOR. CHARLES ClzL ME S SICK w as | found guilty on 12/16/86 of 
firing into an occupied vehicle and two counts of assault with 
a deadly weapon stemming from a June 14, 1986, incident at the 
church. MESSICK fired 19 shots into a vehicle occupied by a 
Georgia couple after they had stopped at 3:30 A.M. , near the 
church. MESSICK had been sleeping in the nude on the church deck 
when he was awakened by voices. | The couple was lost and had 
stopped to mix a drink when MESSICK opened fire, flattening 
tires, puncturing the radiator and knocking out a headlight. 

MESSICK said he was aiming only to disstyle, the car so that he 
could hold the occupants until police officers could arrive 
and arrest the "trespassing" couple. MESSICK claimed he was an 
expert marksman and served 12 years in elite units Qi the Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Army Reserve. 

KLASSEN was called as a witness during MESSICK 'S trial 
by MESSICK, but KLASSEN refused to reveal his church membership. 

"My religious activities and beliefs are not subject to discussion 
in this court", KLASSEN said. 

On December 17, 1986, MESSICK was sentenced to three 
years in prison for firing 19 shots into an occupied vehicle 
and two years on each of two counts of assault with a deadly 
weapon. The sentences are to run consecutively. 

KLASSEN came to the attention of the Charlotte Division 
in June of 1985, when KLASSEN was mentioned as being present at a 
banquet held at an Atlanta, Georgia^, hotel. The speaker at that 
banquet was RICHARD BUTLER, L6:ader, Aryan Nations (AN) Church, 
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Hayden Lake, Idaho. Through investigation, detailed above, 
the Charlotte Division has found no indication of criminal 
activity on the part of KLASSEN, therefore, the Charlotte 
Division will not be opening a preliminary inquiry on KLASSEN 
or on THE CHURCH OF THE CREATOR. I
